MR. ROOSEVELT'S POSSIBLE LETTER 


I 


NDIGNANT as the American people would be should 


one of the high officials of their government so far for- 


get himself as to accept presents from any source which 
would lay him under a moral obligation to their donors, 
I believe that there would have been no dissent from ap- 
proval of the course of the president if the news dispatches 
from Boston had contained the following letter: 
*• 


My Dear Little Girl: It is necessary that the President 


of the United States, in the words of one of our great 
judges, should "avoid not only evil, but the appearance of 
evil," and for this reason I have established a rule against 
accepting any presents, except those little tokens that my 
old and Intimate personal friends are kind enough to send 
me; but in the case of your beautiful flag I have decided to 
make an exception to the rule, and accept it. I shall not 
keep it for myself alone, but it will be draped in the ex- 
ecutive offices of the White House, .where all who visit the 
president may see It. Thus it will be an inspiration to all 
and a constant reminder of the noble history of -our coun- 
try and the devotion of its people. 


Really, the flag belongs to all of 'us, .to each as much 


as to anyone else, to love and to defend. That is one of 
the chief reasons that causes me to break my rule and ac- 
cept your present. 
The flag is not like a train of cars, 


or a cask of wine, or a horse or a saddle... If anyone want- 
ed to give one of those to me, I should riot break the rule. 
I should refuse to acept such a present, because, though 
I might have no thought of wrong doing, the acceptance 
might be misconstrued by some persons and the honor and 
dignity of the high post I am striving to fill might be 
smirched. But the flag is different; I feel that the people 
all over the United States will know that there can be 
nothing amiss in my accepting that, for it can hide no 
wrong or improper design, and can do only good, in keep- 
ing always before me the high purpose and noble aims 
of those who have defended and -upheld it. 


As you* must ^be the better for the fine thoughts that 


filled your mind while you were working: over this beauti- 
ful flag, combining its stars and stripes, stitching on its 
fabric, so I and all others will be the better for looking 
at it, and feeling the thrill of holy pride which it inspires 
in all Americans. 


Grow up, my dear little Marie, loving the flag-, aiul doing 


good as you know the men and women who have loved it 
before you did. You will be a worthy citizen, no weakling, 
and a pride to the flag Itself.

HE Wall Street Journal says that the issue being

ection In 'Water-bury, Conn., has been carried by a large 
majority, by the candidates whom the labor organizations 
opposed. Water-bury, which is a. thriving and intelligent 
New England city of 46,000 Inhabitants, was, it will be re- 
called, the scene of a recent trolley strike, that resulted 
in such disorder and outrages as to completely turn the 
public sentiment of the city against the labor organizations 
This strike excited a general interest throughout the coun- 
try, and the verdict of the citizens .of Waterbury cannot 
fail'to. make a profound impression. 


Inasmuch as the labor problem is entering more and 


more into the domain of politics, the result In Waterbury 
Is doubly significant. In the first battle between unionism 
and non-unionism, labor loses. This is the first gun,in the 


,, campaign, and it gives forth no uncertain sound.

who have no interest in either the money trust or> the 
labor trust, but whose sympathies would be naturally with 
the working- man as the weaker party in any struggle 
for supremacy, have not hesitated, to vote against the

rages perpetrated in the name of organized,HUbor. . , 


One cannot but feel the deepest regret at such a result 


as this, regret not for the outcome of the election, for that
